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‘FARMER WHO LOST 
FORTUNE AS BANK 
PRESIDENT FREED 


Judge Kenyon of Appeals 
Court, in Sympathetic 
Opinion, Reverses W. H. 
Long’s Conviction. 


‘FINANCIAL VENTURE 
A TRAGEDY FOR HIM’ 


No Loss to Adrian, Mo., 
Depository Through His 
Act—Once Had $25,000 
and 400-Acre Farm. 


In a sympathetic opinion, oddly 
at variance with the usual imper- 
the law, the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals yesterday reversed the con- 
viction of W. H. Long farmer- 
president of the Firgt National 
Bank of Adrian, Mo., and ordered 
the case remanded “for further 
proceedings in harmony with the 
opinion’—which, of course, means 
freedom for Long. 

The opinion, rather an unusual 
one for the Appr .ate Court, was 
written by Circuit Judge Kenyon, 
the leader of the Senate farm bloc 
when he was named to the Appel- 
late bench. Circuit Judge Van 
Valkenburgh and District Judge 
Sanborn concurred, 

Long was sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary on a 
charge of misapplying funds of his 
bank in violation of the national 
banking code. The court found, 
however, that the bank suffered no 
loss through his act, but that Long 
actually lost $25,000 and a 400-acre 
farm. 

Court’s Review of Oase. 

The court’s review of the case, as 
written by the kindly pen of Judge 
Kenyon, follows; 
tiffgin error (Long) ven- 
ture into the financial world has 
proven a tragedy for him. He wag 
apparently a reasonably prosperous 
farmer, owning some 400 acres of 
land and having $25,000 deposited 
in various banks. 

“His boy had been taken from 
the clover fields and made a clerk 
in the bank. It is apparent the 


bank was having a difficult strug- 


gle to exist when Long came into 


it. There were already signs 
impending trouble. 

“He was permitted to purchase 
five shares of stock. Evidently his 
vanity was touched by the sup- 
posedly high honor being conferred 
upon him by making him president 
of the bank, and he proceeded to 
check into the bank monies he had 
on deposit in various other banks 
with little knowledge apparently of 
the condition of the bank at that 
time.

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ENTERS CELL UNDER 
GROUND TO WEIGH 
WORLD ACCURATELY 
Scientist Begins Experiment to 
Cover Several Months 
at Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 38.—An- 
other attempt to determine the ex- 
act weight of the world is under 
way at the Bureau of Standards. 

Dr. Paul R. Heyl, a bureau 
physicist, who made a series of ob- 
servations on the subject a year 
ago, is now undertaking a check of 
his former work with some modifi- 
cations of the aparatus used, and 
in Order to perform the operation 
will spend the most of his time for 
the next few monthsina cell 36 
feet underground. 

The locaticn of the laboratory at 
some depth is necessary to avoid 
temperature changes and other dis- 
turbances on the earth's surface. A 
torgéion balance measuring the at- 
tradipon between two steel cylind- 
ers @equipped with tiny platinum 
ball Dr. Heyl’s first apparatus. 
His’present experiments will re- 
place the platinum balls with glass, 
and the effect is calculated to give 
a closer determination. By his 
original work, the weight of the 
earth was figured in tons to be 
6592, followed by 18 ciphers.

Mrs. Myron L. Boyer Becomes 
legal Mother of 4-Year-Old 
in Detroit Coart.

DETROIT, March 8.—The 4- 
year-old boy who had been falsely 
represented by Mrs. Myron UL. 
Boyer, daughter-in-law of Joseph 
Boyer, wealthy executive of the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co., to 
be her own son, today became her 
legally adopted son. 

The child, who had been named 
for Joseph Boyer and who had 
been made an heir to a $5,000,000 
trust fund, was adopted by Mrs. 
Boyer before Judge Dan A. Me- 
Gaffey, in Oakland County Probate 
Court at Pontiac, Mich. He was 
given the name of Dode Alfred 
Boyer.

GENERAL MOTORS COMMON TO 
NEW HIGH PRICE FOR 5TH DAY 


Top of $151.50 Reached, $14 Gain 
Since Friday, on New York 
Exchange. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 8.—Stimu- 


lated by fresh details of excellent 
earnings, revealed in the annual 
report, General Motors common ad- 
vanced $1.50 a share on the Stock 
Exchange early today, establishing 
a new high record for the fifth 
consecutive day. The top price, 
$151.50, was $14 a share above the 
quotations of last Friday, when the 
buying movement began. 

In the past week approximately 
2,000,000 shares of General Motors 
have changed hands, probably the 


blergest week's transaction in any 


individual issue. Large blocks 
changed hands in the early deal- 
ings today. 

The buying of General Motors 
stimulated general early buoyancy 
after a rather irregular opening, 
numerous miscellaneous motor 
and oil issues showing gains of $1 
to $4 a share, or more, 

General Motors wound up the 
session at $150.50. Speculative in- 
terest shifted to oil and public util- 
ity shares, several of which reached 
new high ground, 


DELAY IN VOTE ON ‘LAME DUCK’ 


MEASURE EXPECTED IN HOUSE 


Large Number of Members Desir- 
ing to Give Views Makes Poll, 
Set for Today, Unlikely. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.-—5o0 
many members clamored today for 
time in which to give their views, 
that a postponement overnight of 
the vote on the Norris-White con- 
stitutional amendment to do away 
with the “lame duck” sessions of 
Congress seemed probable. 

The debate was in five-minute 
snatches and developed apposition 
and advocacy of the plan without 
regard to party lines. One of those 
who took the floor in opposition 
was Representative Madden of Illi- 
nois, who said the present require- 
ments for adjournment of the short 
session of Congress March 4 was a 
safety valve against excessive ap- 
propriations. 

Replying directly to Madden, 
Representative Luce (Rep.) of 
Massachusetts pleaded that the 
plan to change the President's 
inaugural date from March 4 be 
supported because of weather con- 
siderations. 


GANG LEADER'S 
ARMORED CAR 
GETS INTO COURT 


Police Commissioners Seek 


Order to Destroy Bullet- 
Proof Auto Owned by 


William Russo. 


' Suit for an order authorizing de- 
struction of the armored automo- 
bile of William Russo, Italian gang 
leader, was filed in Circuit Court 
by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners today, as Russo surren- 
dered to the police and explained 
why he had such an automobile. 

Russo had been sought since the 
automobile was seized by the po- 
lice in a Locust boulevard repair 
shop, where it had been fitted with 
bullet-proof glass and steel lining. 
He came to headquarters today 
with a grip in his hand and an- 
nounced he had just returned to 
St. Louis from Springfield, Ill. 

Russo was released this after- 
noon on $10,000 bond returnable 
before Judge Gayer of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, March *413. 
Talking to police at headquarters, 
he said he had paid 3709 to, have 
the automobil¢ made: 


The Police 
terized the 
‘a nuisance On the streets’ and 
properly the subject of an order 
of destruction. The automobile, 
as described in the suit, is a Cad- 
illac brougham which has been 
kept in its original outward ap- 
pearance, but which actually is re- 
modeled to resist bullets. 

Judge Frey ordered the police to 
keep the car, pending a hearing 
March 22. 

Russo is characterized in‘ the 
suit as the proprietor of a gasoline 
filling station (at Seventh and 
O'Fallon streets) which is the 
hangout of criminals, gangsters, 
gunmen, narcotic peddlers, drug 
addicts and thieves, and in addi- 
tion, the leader of a gang engaged 
in warfare with anot@er gang. 

Russo, however, contended in a 
talk with Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser today that his life was in 
danger from members of the rival 
gang and that he had to have the 
armored machine properly to pro- 
tect his life. He was ordered held 
for questioning.

STATE EDUCATION 
BUDGETARY BILL 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Associated Industries Direc- 
tors Confer With Educa- 
tors on Proposed Provi- 
sions. 


At a conference today of the di- 
rectors of the Associated Industries 
at Hotel Jefferson with heads of 
the State educational institutions, 


steps were taken toward an agree- 
ment on provisions for a revised 
State budgetary bill to be intro- 
duced in the next Legislature. The 
measure probably will differ in 
seyeral respects from the one de- 
feated in the last Legislature. 

Establishment of a budget sys- 
tem along the lines first proposed 
has been opposed by Dr. Stratton 
D. Brooks, president of the State 
University, and the heads of the 
State Teachers’ Colleges. 

Today these educators outlined 
their objections, but said they 
would not be opposed to a budget 
system which did not take the fis- 
cal control of their 
from the boards of regents. 
argued that no purely administra- 
tive officer in Jefferson City should 
have the power to determine 
whether expenditures should be 
made by educational institutions 
for technical needs, and that such 
a provision of law would put the 
institutions into politics and could 
cause irreparable damage to them, 

Attitude of Educators. 

The educators offered to appoing 
a committee of their number to 
work with the committee of the 
Associated Industries and with 
representatives of other State or- 
ganizations in the preparation of a 
bill. This plan, it was announced, 
probably will be carried out. The 
conferences will continue over to- 
morrow.

Fights Standard Oil Alone © 
Over Rights for Dance Hall 


Postmaster at Wood River, 
IH., Buys’ One Share of 
Stock in Effort to Oust 
Robert W. Stewart. 


Postmaster Frank Z. Carstens of 
Wood River, IH., is carrying on a 
private one-man warfare against | 
the Standard Oil Co, of Indiana. 

The trouble started two years 
ago, when Standard Oil equipped 


a Wood River public park for 
swimming and dancing and, Cars- 
tens charges, caused him to be re- 
fused a City license for competing 
activities. Lately the argument 
has embraced the question of the 
fitness for his position of Robert 
W. Stewart, chairman of the Board 
of Standard of Indiana, who is 
under indictment for refusal to 
answer questions of the Senate 
Teapot Dome Committee. 

Carstens became a stockholder 
of Stewart’s company last month 
—one share—with the hope of vot- 
ing against the chairman at the 
recent annual meeting, but his 
title was registered too late. Cars- 
tens, 33-year-old A. E. F. buck 
private, who reached France as the 
fighting ended and became Post- 
master of his home town in 1920, 
is battling Stewart, former Nation- 
al Guard Colonel, for the public 
good, he says, and Standard Oil 
for the benefit of his own business, 
He talks vaguely, in addition, about 
mysterious support in Chicago in 
his recently filed $5,000,000 dam- 
age suit against the company and 
against Mayor W. A. Tipton of 
Wood River. 

Owns Tract on Main Street. 

“I have owned for years five 
acres on the main street,” Carstens 
said today, “and about 1920 I 
erected a dance pavilion. I used 
to rent the place to road shows, 
American Legion carnivals and 
other amusements, which got their 
Own licenses from City Council. In 
1926 Standard Oil spent $100,000 
building a public swimming pool 
and dance hall in the park across 
the street from my place. 

“Mayor Tipton, master mechanic 
and a stockholder of Standard Oi}, 
appointed a Recreational Board to 
have charge of the City place. A. 
J. Parkin, who had charge of the 
work for Standard Oil, asked the 
Board to have the Council refuse 
licenses to competing amusements 
and concessions. So I applied to 
the Council for licenses for a roller 
skating rink, dance hall, soft drink, 
ice cream, candy and lunch stand: 
bowling alley, movie, carnival, road 
show and pool room, to protect my 
rights. But seven of the eight 
Aldermen are employes and stock- 
holders of Standard Oil and the 
Council refused me unanimously. 

Ditfer on Price of Land. 

“Then Parkin wanted to buy my 
land. I asked for $30,000 and he 
offered $19,000. I said. Standard 
Oil was trying to hold me up for 
my land. He said, ‘You'll be sorry, 
this is a Standard Oil town.’ He 


admitted recommending refusal of

my licenses. The City Attorney told 
the Council they couldn't refuse me 
without good reason, and ‘the 
Mayor said, ‘He'd take money from 
the swimming pool.” The Mayor 
threatened to get my job as Post- 
master, but I’m not worrying. 


“In 1926, I sued for a permanent 
injunction to stop erection of the 
swimming pool and dance hall be- 


cause this was not using the city’s 
land for park purposes. Circuit 
Judge Brown threw it out on a 
demurrer last month, but my ap- 
peal is pending. I can’t say any- 
thing now about the $5,000,000 
damage suit I filed last month; the 
particulars don’t have to be filed 
till October. I didn’t mandamus 
the Council to get my licenses be- 
cause they raised the price. I 
leased my ground not long ago for 
a filling station, but you can bet it 
won't handle Standard oil. 

Buys Share of Standard Oil, 

“Last month I bought a share of 
Standard Oil stock for $73 after I 
read in the Post-Dispatch that 
Senator Walsh would like some 
stockholder to sue for the differ- 
ence of 25 cents a barrel in the 
Continental Trading Co. deal. I’m 
willing to have a suit like this in 
my name, if some one will furnish 
lawyers: I’m spending enough on 
lawyers already. I did want to go 
to the stockholders’ meeting a few 
days ago to tell about my trouble 
and conditions in the Wood River 
refinery, and to vote against 
Stewart.” | 

Since 1926 Carstens . has cén- 
ducted a voluminous one-way cor- 
respondence in the effort to use his 
land as he desires. Among re- 
cipients of his letters have. been 
President Coolidge, Clarence Dar- 
row, Senator Caraway, Mrs. Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick, John D, 
Rockefeller Jr. and various Stan- 
dard Oil officers, including Stew- 
art. Almost invariably he got no 
answers. In a letter to.the cor- 
poration president, Feb. 27, an- 
nouncing his intention to call for 
Stewart’s resignation, he spoke of 
“our company.”

SECRET MEETING HERE 


“Imperial Wizard” Evans Says 
Order, Under New Name, 
Will Fight Smith, 


Bringing with him K-Trio, the 
little order that for a cash con- 
sideration turns a 100 per cent 
klansman into a “Knight of the 
Green Forest,” Dr. Hiram Evans, 
“imperial wizard’ of the former 
hooded klan, slipped into St. Louis 
last night to meet local brethren. 

A secret meeting, later described 
by members of the order as “red 
hot,” took place at Jeffla Hall, 
Jefferson and Lafayette avenues. 
Around the hour of midnight, the 
“wizard” saw newspaper reporters 
in his room at Hotel Mayfair and 
told some bedtime stories about 
the secret society whose member- 
ship has declined markedly since 
1925. He said the klan never ven- 
tured into politics and that it op- 
posed floggings and lynchings. 

Asked about the affidavits of 
Samuel H. Bemendorfer, former 
klan officer in Indiana, to the ef- 
fect that the head of the St. Louis 
klan was a Roman Catholic and 
that a Catholic ring ran the klan in 
certain states, Dr. Evans—a pudgy 
little man—drew himself up to full 
height and sneered, 

“What do I care,” Dr. Evans ob- 
served in the most contemptuous 
accent of his Georgia “cracker” 
drawl—“‘what do I care for the 
word’of a discharged ‘kleagle.’”’ 

Bemendorfer was ousted from 
the Klan, Evans added, when the 
former “kleagle’’ and “Stevie” Ste- 
phenson, nowin the penitentiary in 
Indiana, came to strife over certain 
funds collected from the “Queens 


women they were founding. ‘‘Ste- 
vie,”” Evans said, was kicked out of 
the Klan tor immorality. 

The “wizard” announced the or- 
der was unalterably opposed to the 
candidacy of “Al” Smith. A mo- 
ment later he spoke affectionately 
of his boyhood friend, ‘“‘Tom” Hef- 
lin, but denied Tom was being 
“prepped” by the klan for. the 
presidency. 

“We're not saying we're for any- 
body” Dr. Evans observed. ‘‘There’s 
just one candidate we're against 
and that’s Al Smith.”

U. S. Grand Jury Takes No 
Action on Charges of 
bf G 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 3.— 


The Federal grand jury, reporting 
late yesterday to Judge Merrill E. 
Otis, returned a “no bill” in the 
case of the Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient Railroad, which had been 
under investigation since Tuesday 
morning. 

The appearance of W. T. Kem- 
per, president of the railroad, be- 
fore the grand jury late Tuesday 
apparentig clarified for that body 
some of the facts surrounding the 


bandling of the Orient’s affairs. 

The offense for which agents of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion sought to have Kemper in- 
dicted was perjury, it was learned 
today. 

Gave Railroad $500,000. 

Specifically, the Government iIn- 
vestigators charged that March Il, 
1925. Kemper had made a false 
affidavit in connection with an ex- 
tension of a $2,500,000 loan made 
by the Treasury Department to the 
railroad. The interest also was 
due and Kemper said the road had 
no money with which to pay either 
interest or principal. 

The oath was, at the time truth- 
ful, Kemper is said to have told 
the grand jury Tuesday but that 
through what virtually amounted 
to a gift by him at a later date 
the road’s treasury was enriched 
by more than $500,000. 

The money which Kemper turned 
over to the road’s treasury was 
derived from settlement of claims 
which he acquired with his own 
capital several months before the 
Orient went into receivership and 
before his appointment. 

It would have been Kemper’s 
unquestionable right to retain the 
money his friends here said today, 
but he paid it into the road's 
funds at a time when it was safe 
from dissipation by unjust claims.

REED WON SUPPORT IN STATES 
HE VISITED, MANAGER THINKS 


Lee Meriwether Optimistic Over Senator’s 
Campaign for Presidential Nomination 
Which Will Be Resumed Tomorrow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. March 8.— 
Senator James A. Reed reached 
home today, after a swing into the 
South and to the Western coast in 
the interest of his caandidacy for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination looking very fit and feel- 
ing as he said, 50 per cent better 
than when he started on his tour. 
He expressed satisfaction with his 
trip and seemed pleased by the re- 
ceptions tendered him throughout. 
Likwise Mrs. Reed, who accom- 
panied him on part of the trip, 
spoke with satisfaction of the tour, 
and the crowds that greeted them. 
After breakfast he went to his law 
office. 

Senator Reed will remain at 
home until tomorrow night, when 
he will go to Oklahoma City, OK., 
for a speech Saturday. Then he 
will go to Kentucky, where he will 
speak before the Legislature. 

The results of the trip exceeded 
all expectations, in the opinion of 
Lee Meriwethor of St. Juis, 
Reed’s campaign -manager. The 
entry of Senater Walsh of Man- 
tana into the California primaries, 
Meriwether thought, would not jn- 


‘jure Reed but would draw votes 


from Gov. Smith. 


“T expect Los Angeles to give, 


Senator Reed enough votes to in- 
sure him the State delegation” said 
Meriwether. 

Reed will receive support from 
all the states he visited. These 
include Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Utah, Nevada, California, 
Colorado and Oklahoma. 

‘When we started out, we hesi- 
tated about using big halls,” Meri- 
wether related, “but we found big 
meeting places were needed. The 
crowds that greeted the Senator 
and the reception accorded him 
were most pleasing. There is no 
doubt that the Senator has made 
great headway on this trip. 

“The people realized that Senator 
Reed opposed the 
amendment. But he was overrid- 
den on that. The law is’ there. 
There is nothing to do but to ob- 
serve and enforce it. Senator Reed 
does not regard prohibition as an 
issue and there is no human prob- 
abilitv of changing it within the 
next four years and in all proba- 
bility not in the Senator's life 
time.”’

Sees Letter of Admiral. 


Here at Remango I was shown 
the copy of Admiral Sellers’ let- 
ter demanding Sandino’s capitula- 
tion, dropped from an airplane 
Jan, 20. Later Sandino gave me 
his reply. I delivered a copy to 
the American Legation at Ma- 
nagua which was to be published 
in this series of article: 

Sandino had taken most of the 
horses and mules with him from 
Remango, but Capt. Altamirano 
managed to scare up three mounts 
for Sequiera, Colindres and my- 
self. Mine was a huge white 
horse with asthma and a mangy 
nose. He proved to be clumslier 
than a cow, and paid no attention 
to spur or quirt. The beast fell 
twice on the steep, muddy trail 
from Remango, almost hurling me 
into the valley. After the second 
time I gave up the struggle and 
proceeded on foot through mud 
ankle deep. 

Gradually we worked down the 
precipitous, mud-soaked trail to 
the lower valleys—tributaries of 
the Coco River—where the cold 
climate of the mountains was defi- 
nitely left behind. We toiled 
through the still, heated air over 
bare hills, making ‘a great circle 
to avoid Quilali, where the Amer- 
ican marines were razing the town 
—it has since disappeared from 
the map. We followed a long. 
sultry trail for many sun-baked 
miles during several days into 
thickening vegetation, finally 
reaching the denser jungies of the 
river proper. 

On the first night we stopped at 
the home of a woman, several 
mfles before we reached the Coco 
River, whose son, a civilian, had 
been killed by an airplane bomb. 

“We made a very tiny coffin,” 
she remarked, without visible emo- 
tion, “because both his legs were 
blown off.” 

But when we requested any at- 
tention, and askd for milk or 
cheese—for she had good cows— 
her invariable remark, uttered 
passionately with flashing black 
eyes, was: “For you everything I 
possess, everything!” 

On the following morning we 
ascended the Coco River, break- 
fasted at the river settlement, and 
then forded directly into the reten 
of Col. Guadalupe Rivera, a griz- 
zied soldier and wealthy hacen- 
dado who had turned his place, 
Santa Cruze, into a Sandino out- 
post. His wide, cool plazzas over- 
looked the river that has wit- 
nessed so many operations both of 
marines and Sandino troops, Here; 
we stopped only long enough to 
take a refreshing dip.

Miniature Dutch -Garden Fea- 
ture of Display Which Will 
Last One Week. 


A Dutch garden, tiny, gem-like 
and complete, even to a miniature 
white fence that incloses it and a 
central glass ball that reflects its 
orderly white and pink and blue, 
has been set down in the midst of 
the display house at Shaw’s Gar- 
den. 

It is the first hyacinth show at 
the garden since 1919, and prob- 


ably the first display of hyacinths 
exclusively ever held in St. Louls. 
The Dutch garden, though it 
leaves roomy walks for visitors in 
the spacious display house, in- 
cludes 4000 hyacinths, each a per- 
fect constellation of star-like 
blooms. The exhibit will continue 
for a week. 

Fragrance greets the visitor at 
Even outside the dis- 
play house there are suggestions 
of coming loveliness. .Green is 
showing beneath the withered 
lawns, and trees are budding. The 
great silver maple at the garden 
entrance shows signs of returning 
life, and along the walks on either 
side, the fragrant honeysuckle and 
the Cornelian cherry betray an 
eagerness to answer the ancient 
call.

PARIS, 
ARIS is filled with expatriated 
P Americana who talk too much 
of their happiness to make it 
seem convincing. They appear to 
be whistling in the dark. Many 
are pouting at Mayor Walker, who 
stirred them up with a shaft of 
sarcasm when he was over here, 
It ig noticeable they are to be 
found where <Ameriocdns' gather, 
and have little to do with the 
French, or it may be the other way 
round. Most of them have in- 
comes not sufficient to live with- 
out work in America, but ample 
enough to maintain a remote villa 
with servants here. Servantg av- 
erage from $12 to $16 a month. 
Their life is made up largely of 
attending American movies and 
watching European editions of 
American newspapers for arrival of 
home folk to drop around to tell 
them of their easy-going existence. 
“Look at the crowd of yokel coun- 
trymen around the American Ex- 
press,” said one, “and you don’t 
fee] so patriotic.” He did not get 
the bust in the jaw he deserved. 
The unvarnished truth is’ the 
common run of expatriates’ were 
failures in their own country. Suc- 
cess does not mean s60 much here, 
Idleness has a glamour that we do

The expatriates are not to be 
confused with innumerable, high- 


class Americans who are foreign 
representatives of important estab- 
lishments and.such. Living abroad 
is a part of their job, and they 
give Europe a creditable idea of 
the value of industry and energy.

Knole, and a nephew of the second 
Baron, Lionel Edward Sackville- 
West, who was withdrawn from 
the post of British Minister in 
Washington in 1888, at the request 
of President Cleveland, for having 
meddlied in American domestic 
politics. 

The second Lord Sackville was a 
bachelor and after his death in 
1908 Jean Baptiste Sackville-West 
brought an unsuccessful action to 
prove himself the son of the second 
Baron and Josefa deo Ortega, a 
Spanish dancer. 

Knole is one of the most historic 
family seats in Engiand. The bed- 
room of King James I standg’ in 
the old mansion exactly.as it was 
when he used it 300 years ago and 
the house is rich in art treasures. 
But within the last 20 years a num- 
ber of the famous pictures, notably 
two Gainsboroughs, have been sold. 

The present Lady Sackville, who 
was Mrs. Anne Meredith Bigelow 
of New York, married her husband 
four years ago when he was at- 
tached to the British Embassy in 
Washington. Recently he has been 
living in Guernsey in the Channel 
Islands, where he is Governor-Gen- 
eral of Guernsey and Sark. 

In 1913 the present Lord Sack- 
ville’s brother and predecessor as 
holder of the baronetcy and his 
wife were parties to a suit brought 
to contest the will of Sir John Mur-
